Jewish feeling, is the distinguishing mark of his house. 


An interesting movement has been miade on the part of the Director of the 
Baron Lionel de Rothschild Schoolia Jerusalem. Arrangements have been concluded 
whereby some apprentices fromthat school will start in business at Ramleh, near 
Jaffa, and four young men, two of theth carpenters, the other two bootmukers, 
have already been sent there under the supervision of a master carpenter. There 
are no traces of Jews Having lived in Ramlch for the past nineteen centaries ; 
M. Nissim Behar, the able Director of the Rothschild School, being in doubt is 
to the reception which the young Jewish mechanics will receive at the hands of 
the inhabitants, has therefore prudently sent with them an able and trustworthy 
man who will remain with them for a short time until they are accustomed to 
their new surroundings. The young pioneers of a Jewish settlement (at Ramlch 
being skilled workmen, their prospects are very hopeful : the Director of the 
Colony Rishon le Zion, which is nearat hand, has arranged that they shall receive 
work from the Greck Convent at Ramleh, and they will also have constant 
work from the colony itself. Should the experiment succeed, tinsmiths, black- 
smiths and tailors (one of the latter being a Chazan and Shochet), will follow 
shortly, and in time apprentices will be sent te Gaza, Nablous, and other towns. 
This movement is indeed a feather inthe cap of the founders and the Director 
of the Jerusalem School, the Technical. Department of which, now under the 
direction of Mr. George IF’. Jackson, may help to revolutionise the entire situ. 
ation of the Jews not alone in the Holy City, but in Palestine generally. It is 
all the more to be regretted, therefore, that serious obstacles should be pl incal 
in the way of the erection of suitable premises for the Technical School on the 
Touro Estate. 


We are glad to learn that Fraulein Mayer, the niece and heiress of the late Dr, 
Zunz, has made over the deceased doctor's library to the community of Berlin, 
and his literary remains tothe Zunzsliftung. According to our information, 
the library is replete with works which appeared in the first quarter of this cen- 
tury, and is, above all, rich in periodicals; on the other hand there is very little Rab. 
binic literature, strictly so called, such as works of Responsa, &c, Many valu- 
able MS. notes are to be found in Zunz’s own works, and there is amongst the 
literary remains materials for a Neo-Hebrew Dictionary and the beginning of 
an alphabetical list of liturgies. Old MSS. some containing collections 
of Piyutim and S lichoth are of importance. ‘The private correspondence 
of the deceased, which znay throw some light on contemporary history, is not 
yet accessible for examination,

EXPULSION OF MR. SAMUEL MONTAGU, M.P., AND 
DR. ASHER FROM RUSSIA. 


ATTEMPTED 


The visit of Mr. Samuel Montagu, M.P., and Dr. Asher to Russia has not 
been without startling incident. We mentioned last week that they had visited 
Moscow. As required by the police regulations, they deposited their passports in 
dueform. To their surprise their passports were returned to them with a. paper 
attached, intimating that “ the Jew Montagu (or Asher) is hereby ordered’ to 
quit Moscow within 24 hours.” But Mr. Montagu and Dr. Asher had not gone 
to Russia to be entirely at the merey of an over-zcalous police functionary. 
Among other important letters of introduction with which they were arm d was 
a personal letter from Lord Rosebery himself, Immediate ste ps were taken to 
communicate with the highest authorities, with the result that the order was 
eventually revoked, but the insult to “ the Jew Montagu” nevertheless remains. 
Owing to this incident the original plans were somewhat modilied. 

Mr. Montagu and Dr. Asher left St. Petersburg on Wednesday, en route for 
London, vid Berlin and Cologne. They are expected to arrive in London on 
Sunday night. We understand that they have been able to glean— from personal 
observation—much valuable information respecting the condition and prospects 
of the Jews in Russia. The condition is growing almost desperate, owing prin- 
cipally to the limited area within which the Jews are permitted to dwell, an area 
becoming, through recent administrative orders, still more restricted, notwith 
standing the natural increase of population. 


BERLIN.—There exists a law ii Prussia forbidding the employment of foreign- 
era to hold religious offices in the Jewish communities unless the sanction of the 
Minister of Public Worship be obtaired for such appointments, Since last year 
when the expulsions of foreigners first commenced, proceedings have from time to 
time beentaken against persons who have infringed this law, It has now been 
decided by one of the High Courts in Berlin that the prohibition becomes nugatory 
three years after appointments have been made,

If it has been impossible for him at the present time to intluener. a 
governinent which obstinately shuts its eyes and cars so as to see and heat 
nothing, he has at least rend: red us one great service—lie has raised our cour Le 
And God knows what pessimists the Roumanian Jews bave become, owing to 
their having been deceived by the promises of politicians who use a double and 
even quadruple language, so that their acts do not correspond with their words 
The profound disgust which the sight ef continucd iniquity, without 
even a shadow of a conscience in the breasts of their inveterate perseeutors, has 
form iny years engendered in the minds of the Jows, h is ended in producing, 
especially among the poorest classes, an irresistilde movement in favour of trans 
Atlantic emigration, 

The Jews, accustomed though they have been. to suffering, cannot in tui: 
country and in the present age overcome all at onee this disgust, and. vanquish 
the black misery into which they have fallen, not by the nature of things, but by 
the wickedness of mun, Itis on this account that they are: now expatriating 


themselves cv masse. 


New Or-eANns.—The death is announced of Dr, Isaac L. Crawcour, an eminent 
physician of New Orleans, where he had practised for over thirty-five years, and 
had attained a pre-emivent position in the medical profession and was greatly 
respected by all classes and creeds, Dr, Crawecour was born in 1825, He was edu- 
cated at Mr. Neumegen’s Academy at Highgate, where he was a fellow pupil of 
the late Sir (;,eorve Jessel, The deceased graduated at the London University, and 
acquired his medical training at Guy 8 Hospital, where he was a student of eonsi- 
derable merit. Thefuaneral, on the 26th ult., was attended by representatives of 
all creeds and denominations, among the principal mourners being distinguished 
physicians, lawyers, and the leading loval members of the Masonic Order, According 
to the wishes of the deceased. no display was made, The Hon. A. G, de Fonblanque, 
British Consul, delivered an address. 

GERMAN HospiTal, DALSTON.—Daring the month of July last, 159 In- 
patients were admitted (of whom 1" were of the Jewish religion), $4 of them being 
cases of accidents.

THE. ..JEWS..IN RUSSIA. 


We have alr uly mentioned that a Government C mmission has been 
ippointed to consider the question whether the towns of Taganrog and Rostoff 
should bye included in the omnilit wy district of the Don. On the answer to be 
givento this irestion di pend d the continued re sidence of Jews in those towns. 
According to the Mos oOWw moar, the mn oh f ided the question 
in the aflirmative. As Jews will, therefore, no | nger b } rmitted to reside in 
Rostoff, it will be prop wed to give Jewish house and land owners three years, 
and all other Jews ‘six months, to it the town. The Jewish poprl ition of 
Taganrog and its suburbs is 15,000, and that of Rostoff 5.000. The mutual rela 
tions between Jews and Christians are of a most pea eful character. The Jews 
have become thoroughly “ Russified ” ia language and in attire, and are engaged 
in various useful occupations. In 1870 Jews were forbidden to live in the mili- 


tary district of the Don: and at that. time many haundreds of Jowish families 


were compelled to quit the Toealitv. The result of this expulsion was that in 
Nowo-Tscherkask, the principal town in the district with a population numbering 


0,000, pot a single artisan remained. as manual labour was exclusively in the 
hands of the Jews. Whenany work has to b ited. it must be sent to 
Rostclf and Nachitschewan, where the Jews « xpelled from the territory of the 
Don have settled. 

The Jews living at Baku on the Caspian Sea have hitherto lived there in 
tranquillity and unmolested by any vexatious measnres Everything has, how- 
ever, been changed by an order for the expalsion of all Fews who do not possess 
the right of residing outside the Jewish area of settlement, The order was at 
once put into foree, among the expelled persons being men who had lived at 
Baku for many yearsand were highly respected by the Christian population. A 
strange reason ts given in Jewish quarters for this arbitrary measure. Certain 
members of the house of Rothschild have lately purchased the naphtha springs 
for which Baku is noted ; this fact has aroused the jealousy of local merchants, 
and as they could not injure such powerful personages as the Rothschilds, they 
have, through the medium of the authorities, had their revenge on the unoffending 
Jewish inhabitants, 

A. dispute of a trivial character lately gave rise to a serions conflict between 
Jewish and Christian porters and labourers on the quays at Odessa. Two Jews 
were badly injured in the melee. 

It has been ascertained that in the arrondissement of Odessa, there are 178 
Jews who follow the medical profession. 

Last year the Emperor of Russia recognised the value of- the labours of Dr. 
Silberberg, a Jewish medical practitioner at Cherson, by conferring on him the 
Order of Wladimir, which carries with it hereditary nobilitv, Dr. Silberberg 
wccordingly applied tothe Body of Nobles for the privileges which the Sover ign 
hid bestowed on him. His application was refused on the ground that no Jew 
had ever been a roble in the district ef Cherson. An appeal to the Senate has 
been rejected on technical grounds, based on a law whiich requires a vote of at 
ist 14 irds of the entire ily of Nobl

his subsequent remarks, the Metropolitan said :; 

I know the Jews, and what I know ofthem is more than favourable, But to 
my regret the Christiars do not yet know them. | hope, however, that the time is 
not distant when the truth will prevail inthe hearts of mankind, and they will then 
understand that one of the first principles of the Christian faith which our Saviour 
vave to us is to love our neighbours as ourselves, The time, I say, ia not remote when 
Christians will understand that although we differ from each other in essential 
principles of religious behef, vet we bave all one common aim in life and are 
marching tothe stame goal,. If Christians persecute you with the calumny tbat 
you require human blood for religious purposes, 1 would bave you remember that 
the carly Christians suffered much owing to thesame calumny: bat with the spirit 
of bearing our troubles meekly which our faith teaches us, we endured everything 
patiently until the persecutions c¢ pod altogether. Do not be disheartened, I 
repeat to you the Cay is not far distant when an era of light and happiness will 
open for you. 

Mer. Platon is the same noble-hearted prelate who. so warmly befriendcd 
the Jews during the terrible period of persecutions in 1881 and 18s2.

The privilege of op ning the Ark and carrying thie 
Sepharim in the synagogue is cagerly sought after, and according to the old 
Custos, these are gold, In the sty quent atreet procession the Seroils 
were carricd under a canopy, on cach side of which men walked with lighted 
candles. On leaving the city gate, the Reader offered up a prayer for the Sultan 
and the Governor of Jerusalem. the Rabbis. andthe friends of Palestine, at home 
as well as abroad.
